PEKING. 

ne news from Peking by this mail is to the 27th of Oc- 
tober. 

The new Emperor was to leave Zehol on the 26th, and the 
faneral rites for Hien Fung would then be performed. Mean- 
while very few foreigners are admitted into the capital, and 
this policy on the part of the Mr. Bruce is stated to be in deference 
to the wishes and advice of Prince Kung “who would promote 
foreign interests as cautiously as he can, and in a such way as 
to avoid giving needless offence to the Court. 

Mr. Bruce has suffered severely from a fall from his carriage, 
but is now recovering. 


SHANGHAI. 

‘We hear nothing by this mail of any alarm from the proxi- 
mity of the rebels. but it is stated that great numbers of the 
inhabitants of Ningpo are flocking into Shanghai for safety. The 
rebels are reported to have invested Hangchow, after having 
taken Shaon-shing-foo, 

We stated in our last that Mr. Mossman had become the 
editor and proprietor of the North China Herald. It appears 
that he has undertaken the management of that paper in con- 
junction with Mr. Pickwoad, s gentleman from Australia, 

Mr. Compton, the late proprietor and editor has left for 
England, and is about to commence business as a commission 
merchant in London.

HONG Kone. 

The annual regatta took place at Hong Kong on the 5th and 
6th November. From the account of the proceedings which 
appears in the China Mail we extract the following : 
“The regatta days were fine: there was a splendid breeze, and a tide 
which was all the better for the sailing, all the worse for the other, craft 
‘The race for the ‘Garrison Cup’ on the first day was not very exciting ; 
but of course the favourite did not win, and an oar was broken on the start 
by an over-vigorous amateur watermaa. The Pearls launch and cutter 
were in high spirits—came into collision with a sampan, and actually ran 
into the Cowper ; but fortunately little damage was done and the acci- 
dents heightened the general excitement, while they doubtless ¢ astonished 
the natives.” The race for the * Ladies’ Purse’ was at once fortunate 
and unfortunate, Mr. Dodd, who ought to have won triumphantly, did 
not through a very natural mistake, and Mr. Baldwin must have thanked 
his opponent for the error. We said that the race was fortunate, and 
must explain, It was, we believe, after a considerable amount of pressure, 
that Mr. Baldwin was induced to make his appearance on board the 
Cowper and receive the purse. Miss Forth made a pretty speech on 
behalf of the Indies, and presented the purse Mr. Baldwin had now an 
opportunity of gaining greater credit than if he had accepted the prize ; 
for, while thanking the Jadies for the compliment, be returned it, as, 
owing to the misapprehension respecting the winning point, it was not 
considered to have been fairly won. ‘The race for the ‘ Single Pairs ” was 
therefore repeated on the second day, and Mr. Dodd was the victor. 
To our mind the race for ‘ Houseboats’ was cne of the best races, if not 














the best. Thirteen boats started, and they kept capitally together until 
the last. Next to the race for Houseboats came decidedly the race for 
* Waterboats.’ Nothing could be more splendid than the view of these 


craft (four belonging to Messrs. Bowra and Co. and one to Messrs. Lane, 
Crawford and Co.) when they first got under sail. ‘The first day's race 
was won by Mr. Bowra's No, 4, the second dav’s by Mr, Lane's.” 


It ie now stated that the case of Mr. Moss is to be tried 
“very shortly ;” but not a word is said of the fact, to which we 
alluded in our last number, that Mr. Moss had reccived no 
official communication from the Embassy, or even from Cap- 
tain Vyse, to whom Mr. Alcock wrote on the subject. 

The Prussian frigate Ancona has been at Hong Kong with 
Count Eulenburg and the other members of the embassy on 
board. The intelligence now received corroborates the state- 
ment made by our occasional correspondent (page 57) that the 
Count has arranged @ treaty between Prussia and Siam. 

The Governor has been pleased to appoint Francis Chomley, 
Esq., to be a member of the Legislative Council of this colony 
pending Her Majesty’s pleasure, in the room of John Dent, 
Esq,, resigned. Also William Hastings Alexander, Esq., to be 
a member of tho Executive and Legislative Councils of this 
colony, during the Colonial Secretary’s absence in England on 
leave. . 


The British steamer City of Nantes, which left this for the 
purpose of trading between Bangkok and the Straits and China, 
was sold at Hong Kong on 12th Nov. by Messrs, Thomas Hunt 
and Co., and bought by Messrs. Walker, Borradaile, and Co. for 
Messrs. Dow and Co. of Shanghai, the price given being 
$60,500. 

The Daily Press affirms that owing to the annexation of 
Annam by the French, the growing importance of the China 
trade, and the state of anarchy into which the Celestial Empire 
has fallen, a large military depot will be established at Hong 
Kong. The following remarks on the subject are from the 
oolums of that journal :—"‘ We believe that the entire face of 
the cession opposite Hong Kong running as far back as Napier’s 
xange, has been appropriated to the military. The naval people 
will have a large slice allotted to them on the shore fucing the 
‘Westward. They would have much more but for the circum. 
stance of Admiral Hope disliking the place. The interests 
of the colony are certainly but dust in the balance when 
weighed against the interests of Great Britain. If it be essen- 
tial for the development of British policy that troops should be 
stationed upon this coast, it is very clear that they must be 
quartered in this colony. And if the military authorities con- 
Sider that the best portion of the Kowoon cession is the spot 
where the troops will enjoy the beat health, why of course they 
are right in using their influence to obtain the appropriation, 


Still, on behalf of the colony, we cannot help lamenting it, and 
we are still of opinion that a better arrangement could have 
been made without that sacrifice of commercial intersets which 
the contemplated appropriation must certainly cause. 

In consequence of the instructions of the Hame Government, 
the indemmity, as described ia our issue of August 27th 
was about to be distributed amongst the claimants,—one,

CANTON. 

Mr. Burlingame, the American Plenipotentiary, visited his 
Excellency Laou, the Governor-General of the Two Kwang, on 
the 5th Nov. ; he was accompanied by three missionaries and two 
merchants, and was very well received. The Governor-General 
returned the visit on board the Hanrkow, It is understood that 
the United States Minister addres-ed a body of merchants on 
board after the Governor-General of the Two Kwang had left 
that vessel. Mr. Burlingame has gone to Shanghai, on his way 
to the capital. After this interview Mr. Burlingame lefi for 
Shanghai and Peking. 

The Friend of China is publishing an account of the founda- 
tion of Hong Kong as a British settlement, and the various * 
appointments made by Government, not of course omitting the 
last. Lieut.-Govenor, Colonel Caine. 

The following notico for the dealers in opium has recently 
been issued by the Viceroy :— 

“The Governor-General of the two Kwang, and Acting Hoi-kwan, 
proclaims as follows with regard to foreign medicine i.e, opium. The 
Emperor has already permitted the foreign merchants to sell foreign 
medicine in the ports; and that each hundred catties shall pay thirty 
taels duty. The Hoi-kwan (Hoppo) and I issued a prociam: i 
forming the people to this effect and telling them to abide by i 


But lately some people have been falsely 
saying that the Hoi-kwan, in addition to his thirty taels, is also collect~

more. And if any person shall attempt to extort more than that, you 
are at liberty to report his name. If, however, there is nothinz of this 
kind, except idle reports, let each trader obey the regulations, and do not 
letthe sake of gain lead you to break the rules, and incur punishment. 
Let all reverently obey, &c.” 

The following items of intelligence are from the Frien of 
China :— 

“News has reached Canton of a large tract of country near Leen- 
chow-foo in this province having caved in. This occurred on the 13th 
Oct., at a place about a mile from the town of Ni-tam. A field of ten 
races was the first to exhibit tremulous symptoms; and after a few ad- 
monitory shakes to the people in the neighbourhood to be off, it went 
down gently for a good depth, drawing towards its vortex many tens of 
acres, though no part of the town. A more than ordinary degree of heat 
was experienced in the locality, but no other phenomenon on the occasion.” 

“ Tt is ascertained for a fact that when the Imperialists, under an officer 
of the name of San-qui, a native of Honam, took Ngan-king, a walled city 
on the Yang.tze-hiang, about 150 miles from Nanking, they made prisoners 
of 3,000 men, whose heads they deliberately cut off in cold blood. The 
fall of Ngan-king, beyond exasperating the rebels, has no serious effect on 
the Taiping cause ; nor would the place have sueeumbed but for the un- 
fortunate floods on the river and the adjacent country, so keeping the 
‘Taipings wit in the city from getting out for provisions, and those without 
from throwing them in, the city holders being literally starved out.” 

“ Tt has transpired that about two months ago, s boat carrying a cargo 
of silk from Sha-tow in this district was stopped when en roufeto Canton 
by a revenue cruizer under the acting Commodorship of an officer, said 
to be s great favourite with the Governor-General, Whilst they were 
wrangling, some other boats came up, and at once determined to 
seize the revenue nen, take them to Shou-chow-foo and deliver them to 
the authorities as robbers, No sooner thought of then done, and the Foo- 
tai, as a good governor should, tovk the heads off of twenty-three of His 
Tmperial Majesty’s servants.” 

“ About two aeeks ago, in Pok-lo district, Wai-chou city, the evange- 
list Chae, native assistant of Dr. Legge, was seized by the people, who 
took him to an idol temple, subjected bim to a mock ‘examination, then 
commanded him to worship the idol, and when he positirely refused 
te do $0, they killed him, in the presence of the idol, by ripping opeu his 
bowels," 


“A ‘doctor of resson—Ching yat Tao-le—having reference to the lite- 
rary examination about to take place, publicly notifies that there are thir. 












teen verses in the Books of Confucius the exact sense of which he cannot 
comprehend ; and he offers to give any one who will enlighten him to his 
tatiduetion a house of the value of Taels 1,500.” 

“On the 12th November the new literary examination hall will be 
opened, the ceremonies on the occasion being as follows :—At an early 
hour the candidates will assemble around the gate, exch men having two

baskets, one containing pens, ink, &c., the other food and clothing. 
‘The Fotoey, Grain Superintendent rer, and an Instructing officer, 
having arrived, and being seated within the gate, the candidates are called 
one by one from a list prepared beforehand, their person and baskets being 
rigidly searched for books of papers that might be of assistance in the 
studies to which they are directed. The search over, each candidate is 
given a slip on which is written, with his name, the number of the cell he 
is tooccupy—the cell in question being some four feet long by under three 
feet wide. Whenall are entered, the outer doors arelocked, and slips of paper 
pasted over them, police being stationed outsideand soldiers within to prevent 
communication. "Thestudents go through threecourses—first, they are given 
passages from the books of Mencius Confucius,or other writers, on which 
they are required to dilate, in some such way as a clergyman amplifies on 
a text from Scripture. The next course is that of explaining some point 
in each of the five classics ; and third, he has again five subjects to exhibit 
his knowledge more ; —these being geography, astronomy, the art of go- 
vernment, ancient history, and modera history. When the thesis is written, 
it is taken to a special officer, who thereupon marks and entersit. It is 
then transcribed, so that the hand-writing may not be known by the ex- 
aminers. These examiners are—Srst, the Officer and his Assistant specially 
appointed by the Emperor, with whom sre associated Ten District Magi 
trates selected by Governor of Canton—these ten being called 
rulers of departments. The Papers being first looked over by the ten, the 
best in their opinion are taken from the mass, and sent in to the chiefexa- 
miner, who, with his assistant, then decides on the superiority of this or 
that; the writers of the approved papers being eligible for office under 
Government, and designated at this examination Sui-tsai, Two days and 
two nights are given to each student to prepare each paper, #0 that it takes 
just a week to complete the business; during which time the candidates 
cook their own fo and have rather a bard time of it, During the time 
of this examination, people living in the neighbourbood are not allowed 
fo goon the tops of their houses, and if they do they are liable to be 
at, 


The officers of H.M.S. Sphynx have started a number of ath- 
letic sports on the Shameen site, which appear to have excited 
considerable amusement. Hurdle races, single sticks, a boy's 
race, throwing the hammer, &., are among the games announced. 

The following is from the Daily Press, headed “ A Christmas 
Piracy :"—* We recommend the following petition to the best 
consideration of our readers. It is now going the rounds of the 
colony. It will be seen that the Hoppo admits the legitimacy 
of the trade between this colony and all ports and places upon 
the Canton river in all and very article of merchandise saving 
and except opium. We ask the best friend the Chinese Cus- 


tome ieitcumtive Lave, wether Wey vau conccice w aviv uel 
robbery, ora fouler case of piracy than this case presents? The 
management of the Chamber of Commerce has fallen into the 
hands of an impracticable set of sanctified toadies and nincum- 
poops, or that body would take the matter up and settle the 
vexed question. We argue that upon such a case as this being 
urged, the establishment would be dealt a death blow. 
“To the British and Foreign community of the Colony 
of Hong Kong. 

“The humble petition of Kum Yoke and Wong Acheo re- 
spectfully showeth : 

“That they were the charterers of the boat called the Zai- 
chong, which plied between Hong Kong and Kong-moon, and 
as such charterers are responsible to the owners for the value 
of the boat. 

“That on the 7th June last past, the above-named passage- 
boat sailed hence for Kong-moon with the undermentioned 
cargo : 

“ 1,980 bags rice, shipped by Tam Achoy and Sam Yek, 

“130 baskets of salt fish for sundry parties. 

“259 buffalo horns for Woyuno. 

“ 20 bags of rice. 

“97 do. broken rice. 

90 do. paddy busk. 

“400 empty jare, 

“ And a quantity of cotton cloth belonging to the passengers, 
of whom there were forty. 

“That, as the foreign merchants must see, from the very 
description of the cargo and nature of the voyage, no smuggling 
or other illieit object was intended. If it be illegal to take pas- 
sengers and cargo from Hong Kong to Kong-moon, most cer- 
tainly the authorities of neither the one place nor the other 
have notified the circumstance. On the contrary, whilst the 
Hong Kong authorities extend the fullest protection and accom- 
modation to passage boats plying from tho colony to the adja- 
cent towns, the Custom-House authorities of Kong moon have 
always received the regular duties upon goods imported. Your 
petitioners would ask the foreign merchants to test the veracity 
of this statement by seeing fur themselves the traffic which 
occurs off the Western bazaar of this city every evening. 

“That whereas two days after leaving Hong Kong, namely, 
on 9th June, whilst duly prosecuting tho voyage, your peti- 





tioners were boarded by the steamer Cam/a, which vessel was | 





manned with foreigners, who commenced examiuing and turn- 
ing over the cargo. They succeeded in finding three balls of 
opium which belonged to the passengers, who, seeing them 
coming, concealed it amongst the rice, These passengers did 
not deny the ownership of the opium, but said that they had 
brought it for their own use and not for sale. 

“ That» the steamer Cumfa nevertheless seized the passage 
boat Zui Chong and towed her to Canton, sending the pas 
sengers on shore, and placing four European watchmen on 
board. After waiting eight days, during which your petitioners 
were never apprised of the law or regulations under which the 
boat was seized, the Tat Chong was sold with all her cargo. 

“ Your petitioners being thus utterly ruined are induced to 
solicit contribution from the foreign community of this colony, 
for whom, as in duty bound, they will ever pray—Signed by 
Kum Yorr and Wone AcHEE.” 

The Boletim do Governo of the 2nd Nov. contains the plan of 
& lottery for the benefit of the new school at Macao. Of 2,000 
tickets at $2 each, 221 will carry prizes, as follows :—One 
of $1,000, one of $400, two of $100, seven of $50 (the 
last blank carrying one), twenty of §25, twenty of $10, 
seventy of $6, and one hundred of $4 (double stakes), 
Should all the tickets be sold by that time, the drawing 
will take place on the 20th of next month; and in a letter in 
the same paper the Baron de Cercal, whose name foots the 
lottery plan as director of the school, says that he has much 
satisfaction in announcing that the school will open on the Ist 
of January, 1862. Mr. A. Marques Pereira is authorized to 
sell the lottery tickets ; fifteen per cent. of the proceeds realized, 
or $600, being for the school fund. 

The Allies presented Governor-General Laou with three brass 
cannon, which he had placed on the old city well at three 
points, Some rascals, secretly asceuding the wall, stopped up 
the touch-holes of these cannon with iron nails; and the Go- 
vernor, inferring from the act that there must be rebels in the 
city, increased the number of guards, and himsclf personally, 
on the night of the 15th, inspected both the old and new 
cities. 

‘Lhe truit merchants at Kwo-lan petitioned the Governor to 
remit the extra tax which has been levied on their sales, aud as 
the Governor would not grant their petition, they suspended 
business. 

We (Frirnd of Okina) have been taken to task by a gentle. 
man for whose opinions we entertain high respect, for not, in 
our last number, dwelling more strongly on the corruption of 
the Manchou Government—the principal justification for the 
rebels now in arms. Our censor, who is well versed in the ver- 
nacular, says that Chinese in conversation with him continually 
refer to the fact that it is impossible for a man without money 
to get an approach to justice at any of the Yamuns; and even 
if ho be acquitted it is equally impossible for him to get out of 
the fangs of the court unless he has money to pay the customary 
fees—people for want of such fees being often left in the hands 
of the gaoler even for years, 

Another friend comments on the rabidity,with which our 
China contemporaries rush forward to denounce all operations 
by the rebels involving the shedding of blood; aud he perti- 
nevtly asks why should we jlook for more forbearance in the 
Chinese than we have been in the habit of seeing exhibited by 
parties in our own Civil wars? Read, for instance, he says, 
the conduct of the English in the north during the reign of 
the first George. The Chester Journal, 1727, to wit, has the 
following passage :— 

“A private soldier received 900 lashes yesterday, and was 
drummed out of his regiment, with a rope about his neck, hav- 
ing been found guility of being a Papist.”"—Chester Journal, 
1727, 

And we are Scontinually meeting stories of Jesuits and 
Frenchmen being ducked to death, or hung by the méb, for 
the simple crime of being of different religious persuasion 
from their tormentors. 

Having particular reference to the doings of the mob at 
Chefoo, in killing Messrs, Holmes and Parker, we bave an apt 
allusion to the feelings of Westerns under similar circumstances 
of excitement in the speech of Mr. Turner, on the 10th of 
August last to the electors for South Lancashire :— 

“ As respected their kinsmen in America, be had been long 
in America, and had a very great regard for the Americans, 
but he should be very glud to know in what position 
Mr. Bright would find himself, if, eitber in the North 
or in the South of America, he expressed his opinion against 
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the will of the majority. He believed that Mr. Bright’s term of 
life would be curtailed to the time it would take to convey him 
to the very next tree, on which he would be hung up as a warn- 
ing to any man who chose to express himself strongly against 
the will of the majority during any excitement of the people. 

Speaking of Mr. Holmes, we find, from a gentleman recently 
returned from Shanghai, that the unfortunate deceased’s pro 
clivity fcr operations in “the peas and beans line” was 
generally talked of up there, the motive inducing the visit to 
the rebel camp being of a twofold nature, and not proceeding 
solely from philanthropy. It is certainly amusing to find the 
French setting themselves up as expositors of humanity in the 
East, and more amusing to find such an one as the editor of 
the Daily Press puffing them for their great kindness in rushing 
to the rescue. 


JAVA. 

From Banjermassing we learn that Demang Lehman and a 
number of lesser chiefs have submitted to the Dutch Govern- 
ment. To prove the sincerity of his submission, Demang 
Lehman visited the uther rebels in order to persuade them to 
yield. Several attacks have been made upon the enemy by 
the Dutch, but not always successfully. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 


SINGAPORE, 

It appears that some misunderstanding existed in referenc 
to the willingness of the French Admiral to convey the mails to 
Hong Kong, which were taken out of the disabled P. and 0. 
steamer Bombay, at Penang, and his Secretary conse- 
quently wrote the following letter, which contains some 
other items of interest, the most important being the 
announcement that dry docks are to be constructed at Saigon. 
When will the Straits be transferred to the local authorities, 
who doubtless feel the necessity of erecting docks, &c., and only 
wait for emancipation from the Indian authorities :— 


(To the Editor of the Straits Times.) 

Str,—I have the honour to address you for the rectification 
of the notica given in your journal yesterday in regurd ww the 
steamer Granada. 

The following information I, therefore, wish to lay before 
your readers, In order to favour the interests of commerce, 
and in compliance with the request of the agents of the 
Peninsular and Oriental 8. N. Company, Admiral Bonard has 
consented, for the time necessary to make the voyage to Hong 
Kong and back, to deprive himself of the use of the steamer 
Granada, chartered by the French Government, and has autho- 
rised this steamer to proceed with the English and foreign 
mails to Hong Kong. 

The notice inserted in your journal yesterday appears to 
give the impression that the French Admiral would prefer his 
own interest to that of commerce, which is very far from the 
fact, as he with the greatest pleasure avails himself of this 
opportunity to show at once his earnest desire to promote the 
interests of commerce and of the community, which he now 
for the first time has the pleasure of visiting. 

I seize the opportunity to inform you, if you have the 
courtesy to insert my letter, that the Admiral is about to erect 
on Cape St. James, near Saigon, 8 lighthouse, the materials of 
which are now on their way thither. The lighthouse is to be 
in communication with Saigon by the electric telegraph. 

A large dry dock is to be shortly erected, and a steam atelier 
Poutillage for the repair of steam engines and machinery of 
the largest dimensions and with all the necessary accessories for 
vessels, 

‘The engineer for the construction of the work accompanies 
the present expedition, as well az the Director of the Company 
for the line of French steamers from Marseilles via Suez to 
Saigon direct. 

The Granada will leave this afternoon about five o'clock 
Saigon and Hong Kong. 

In conclusion of this communication, I can assure you, sir, 
of the most earnest disposition of Admiral Bonard to favour in 
every possible way the interests of this community and of the 
commerce of the East.

The French steamer Calvados, Captain Riche, from Point de 
Galle, arrived at Singapore by the 13th November, and pro- 
ceeded to Hong Kong on the 16th: The French steamer Rhin, 
Captain Aiguer, from Galle, arrived on the 17th November, en 
route for Saigon, having on board 130 troops, Her Majesty's 
steamer Simoom, Captain Pollard, sailed for Cape Town and 
England on the 16th November. The American steamer Shan- 
tung, Captain Peile, proceeded to Hong Kong on the same day. 


PENANG. 

The Saturday half-holiday has been established in Penang, 
and will be given for the future by Government and by mer- 
chants ; the latter, however, subject the grant to the contin- 
gency of a steamer arriving on that day. 

The Penang Argus, on the accident to the P. and O. 
steamer Bombay, carrying the London mails of 10th October, 
says:—“The crippled Bombay remains in statu quo, vit, 
anchored off Pulo Jerajah, anxiously awaiting aid from Singa- 
pore to help her on to that port. Meanwhile, some few of the 
passengers are ashore here, enjoying the picturesque scenery of 
Penang, and devising jaunts in various directions, The Bishop 
of Victoria and his family are on the Hill under the hospitable 
roof of the Resident Councillor, and the captain of the vessel, 
with some of her officers, the Dutch Admiral and others, 
have paid a visit to the Batu Kawan Sugar Estate, with 
which they expressed themselves highly delighted. The 
majority of the passengers—M, Theo among the rest, 
are pent up on board, with a magnificent, but we fear, monoto- 
nous view of Pulo Jerajab, the South Channel, and the opposite 
coast, and we are surprised to hear that the great necromancer 
has declined to blunt the tedium of the detention by his leger- 
demain unless he is guaranteed a purse of £20.” 

A list of the passengers on board the Bombay, who left Eng- 
land on the 4-10th October, will be found in our issue of the 
17th October. 

‘The following items are from the Penang Argus :— 

Tho Chaplain of St. George’s announced on Sunday last from 
the Communion Tablo that it was the intention of the Lord 
Bishop of Calcutta to hold a confirmation in Penang on the 
Sth of Jannargy next. 

We learn, on inquiry, that, on the whole, the paddy crop in 
Penang in likely to prove a good average one, the late heavy 
rains not having seriously affected it,—the beneficial result of 
rapid drainage. October, 1859, gave us 22°6 inches of rain ; 
the same month, in the following year, gave only 10 inches ; 
and the fall last month was 179. In some parts of Penang 
the late heavy rains have, we hear, been slightly injurious to 
the crops. In the province again, speaking generally, there is 
promise of a fair average crop. These data are interesting and 
valuable, — not only in respect of a cereal produce which 
forms the chief food of the mass,—but, as “a wet yule makes 
a fat churchyard” at home, so a deficient paddy harvest here 
swells the calendar of crime. 

We mentioned in our last that some excellent bags of snipe 
had been recently made in the province. They were very satis 
factory on the whole, the best being that of Mr, Waller, who 
bagged 31 couple (precisely the same bag he made in Penang) 
in four hours’ shooting, in which there were several double shots 
in succession, Considering the time in which it was done, 
and the intense heat of the day, (some of the “guns” succumbe 
ing to it) perhaps the bag is a better oue than the 41 couple in 
six hours to which we alluded on a former occasion, but the 
latter still remains the “cock-score” of the season, and is, we 
opine, likely to remain so.

eWwCHWANG (YiNe-Tsz8), October 9, 1661.—During the past month 
2 fair business has been done in imports against paper Sycee. It has been 
resolved at a yencral meeting of the community that for the future all 
transactions in paper money shall be discontioued on account of its inva 
lidity. ‘The following quotations, therefore, being in Ying-tsze Sycee, 
appear to be about 15 per cent. lower than before, but the prices of ex- 
ports are lower in the same ratio.

Madapollams continue very dull, and cambrics are alao- 
moving less freely, while white figures are quite out of demand in the 
mean time. Dyed and fancy goods generally are dull. Turkey red cloth 
is moving sony at alight advance in price, but prints, sajongs, &, 
are still very dull and in heavy stock. Im metals generally there 
is no change to be noted. Gunpowder is in much request and 
stocks nearly cleared. Beer both in wood and bottle, is still ve 
dull. Coals without inquiry.—in exports there has been little variation” 
in prices of produce during the fortnight, and an average amount of busi- 
ness has been done in mast artioloc for tho Ruropo maikets. Tounage is 
moderately plentiful, and the rising exchange has scarcely as yet begun to 
effect prices. Tin is not quite so much wanted, but prices have under- 
gone little change. Gambier has been taken to fair extent, latterly at a 
few cents under last mail’s rate, Coffee has continued in brisk demand, 
and although considerable arrivals have taken place, full prices have 
been obtained. Sigo flour is rather scarce, and latterly slightly higher 
prices have been paid. In pearl sago little business has been done, Black 
pepper is still rather scarce, and is readily taken at last rates, and white, 
which is also coming to market slowly, bas been purchased at advanced 
rates. India rubber has been purchased at lower prices, and the market 
is now cleared. Gutta percha of first quality is scarce, ‘and in good de- 
mand at last quotations. Rice is still in fair enquiry and without change 
in price. 
|ANKOK. — Since last report no alteration of note occurred until within 
the past few days, when symptoms of improvement began to manifest 
themselves by an increased demand for rice and several other staple 
articles of export. Kecent advices, both from China and Singapore, 
report more favourably of the prospects for rice and other produce in 
these markets, and buyers are now more eager to make shipments, The 
great scarcity of money prevailing, however, tends to check operations 
materially, and but for this, we believe prices of the articles most in 
demand would have advanced. Tonnage is in moderate demand. 





JAPAN. 

Yoxunama, Oct. 18, 1861.—IMeorr: Since last report trade in 
imports generally has been less active, and some forced sales bave been 
made by holders anxious to realise.

CASUALTIES. 

‘The St. Paul, Regina, and Thorwaldsen, were driven aground on a 
sandbank, on the 19th of October, near Takao, during a very severe 
typhoon, and mere obliged to cut away their masts, The two former lost 
both fore and mainmaste, topmast yards. &c., and received other injuries 
to the bull. A great tumber of native craft were driven to see, and 
many lives lost. 

The Kostuth run on shore close to Joss Islet on the 27th Oct., and 
was quickly boarded by wreckers, who threatened the captain and crew 
with death, and only escaped by jumping overboard, and proceeding on 
foot to Taiwanfoo, and from thence to Takoo in a Chinese boat, where 
they arrived on the 30th Oct.. She had a full carg» of deals and other 
general freight; and the Wild Wave when she passed the spot observed 
the Kossuth on fire. 

The Amr. thip Tsar is reported as having been totally wrecked off the 
bar at Newchwang. 

The Sea Belle was also ashore on the west bank of Tientsin at the 
entrance of the river, in charge of a Chinese pilot, but having a smooth 
sea she was likely to get off.

‘The latest numbers of the Peking Gazette arrived in this city 
overland via Siberia. It contains a string of new Decrees pub- 
lished by the Council of Regency in the name of the young 
Emperor, which serve to throwa significant light on the benighted 
state of the Chinese, who affect to sneer at Western civilisation, 
and consider all the nations of Europe as incorrigible barbarians, 
Among these curious documents are the following :— 
“A decree appointing a Commission to find a prey 
posthumous name for the frst wife ofthe late Emperor & 
“ A decree to forbid commanding officers and high offici 
to quit their posts in order to repair to the capital, 
“A decree to add posthumous names to former Emperors and Em- 
esses. 
ee A decree confirming a former edict of the late Emperor, releasing his 
uncle Houi-Tzigne-Vane from the ceremony of genuflexion in the present 
rei 








TA decree releasing the six uncles of the present Emperor from the 
ceremony of genuffexion on all ordinary occasions, in which he says :— 
© As we should not feel easy in our conscience to see them fall on their 
knees in our presence like other common mortals we therefore dispense 
with their genuflexion on all o-dinary occasions, restrictlng it only to the 
great days of ceremony four times a year in the Ist, 4th, 7th, and 10th 
month’, 

“A decree on the important subject of Court mouming says:—‘The 
princes and dignitaries of the capital charged with the affairs of mourning, 
conjointly with the Director of the Ministry for Ceremonies, having dale 
presented theirreports, ordaining among other things thatthe Empresses and. 
the feminine half of the Court, after wearing white mourning for twenty= 
seven days, should then change to middle mourning (grey), we hereby 
give notice that the Empress Mother and the Empress-Consort, of the 
defunct Bogdochan are pleased to ordain that they and all the other wo- 
men of the late Emperor shall continue to wear the costume of white 
mourning for the space of « hundred days.’ ” 

And lastly, I may mention an Imperial publication concern- 
ing the denomination of the reign of the new Emperor, in which 
it says:—“The princes, dignitaries, and goveraors of the Su- 
preme C‘ouncil have personally received our Imperial orders to 
employ in future as a proper and befitting designation of the 
yeare af the now reign the two leticie «i-tame (the Happy 
Augary.”

PRUSSIA, 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Berum, Dec. 22. 

I am sorry to have to report the total loss of the Prussian 
sailing corvette Amazone, First-class, Lioutenant Hermann, on 
the Dutch coast, with all hands on board, and under very dis- 
tressing and peculiar circumstances. It appears that the ill- 
fated vessel, in obedience to orders from head-quarters, sailed 
from Dantzig at the end of October, and arrived at Elsinore 
on the 2nd of November, from whence the Commander sent a 
telegram to the Admiralty at Berlin, announcing his safe arrival 
there, and intention of proceeding to sea on the next morning, 
which he carried into effect, as was learned from a subsequent 
despatch from the Prussian Consul at that port. As the cor- 
vette was ordered to cruise off the coast of Portugal during 
the winter months it caused at first no uneasiness that a long 
time elapsed without any accounts of her being received, as 
she might easily have run down the Channel with a fair wind 
and got out to sea without having had any opportunity of com- 
municating with an English or French port; but when a 
mouth and even six wecks had passed without bringing the 
expected telegram of her arrival at Lisbon, great fears began 
to be entertained for the safety of the corvette—the more so 
as it was well known that, in addition to her regular crew, she 
had on board twenty-seven naval cadets and a similar number 
of sailor boys for practical instruction in the duties of the 
profession, It was ouly about a week ago that any intelligence 
tending to corroborate the loss of the Amazone has come to 
hand, when a despatch was received from the Prussian Consul 
at Amsterdam to tho Admiralty here, stating that a Prussian 
Royal standard had been washed ashore and picked up on the 
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const at a village called Zuerig, near Harlingen. Orders were 
immediately telegraphed to the Consul to send the flag for in- 
spection ; and sure enough, from the private mark in it, there 
remained no doubt that it did belong to the Amazone. As 
this is a flag but very seldom used—in fact, only when a 
member of the Royal family is on board—it is carefully stowed 
‘away down below, and therefore could not have been acci- 
dentally washed overboard by a heavy wave rolling over the 
vessel. But in addition to this indirect proof of the wreck, 
a very handsome boat, of the finest workmanship, and lightly 
copper-bottomed, with the name “ Amazone” painted on the 
inside of her stern—in all probability the Commander's gig— 
was since picked up on one of the outlying islands to the 
north of the Texel, so that there can now be no doubt of the 
fate of the luckless vessel, and that all on board have met with 
@ watery grave, This unfortunate occurrence has thrown a 
deep gloom over the whole country, and particularly this city, 
suddenly plunging many of the first families into the deepest 
affliction and mourning, as just at present the greatest exer- 
tions are making to organise and extend the already formed 
nucleus of a German navy under the direction and command 
of Prussia, and the service has become so popular here that 
many noble families had enrolled their sons as naval cadets, 
and had fondly hoped to see them in time distinguish them- 
selves as much at sea as the Prussian armies are respected on 
land. 

In connection with this unfortunate affair it is just a twelve- 
month since a similar case occurred in the total loss of the 
sehooner-of-war Fravenlob, which accompanied the Prussian 
expedition of last year to China and Japan, and was lost in 
the Sea of Japan, with all hands, in the same typhoon in 
which H.B.M’s brig-of-war Camilla foundered ; nothing having 
ever been heard of either of these two unfortunate vessels. 

In the case of the Amazone there can be no doubt that great 
blame attaches to those officers who selected her for the per- 
formance of a duty requiring especially a well-found and sea- 
‘worthy vessel ; whereas it is well known she was an old rotten 
tub, built more than twenty-five years ago, of primitive con- 


Btruction, very short of beam, and not fitted with a steam 
engine. When she : 


(Was est Pre aT Ewer tre fetes | 
gunboats, in the month of September last, and was inspected 


by the nautical men of that city, there was but one opinion of 
astonishment expressed that she should be sent to sea at all, 
or used for any other purpose than a coal hulk or a guardship. 
Indeed, the Grand-Admiral, Prince Adalbert, who went down 
there to inspect the squadron, seems to have been impressed 
With the same apprehension, and though the Amazone was by 
far the largest vessel of the flotilla, he was unwilling to risk 
his own life in her, even in so short a trip as round to the 
River Weser, but preferred hoisting his flag on that occasion 
‘on board one of the gunboats. 

‘What tends to make this case still more melancholy is the 
following episode, which is well known here as an undeniable 
fact, and as such freely circulated in this city :—‘ Lieutenant 
Hermann, the Commander of the Amazone, is known to have 
been perfectly aware of the unseaworthiness of the vessel com- 
mitted to his charge, and has several times made representa- 
tions to his superiors on the subject. Only as lately as Sep- 
tember last, when he received his orders to make preparations 
for the voyage, he again ventured to urge the Admiralty to 
give him some other vessel, as the Amazone, he said, might 
possibly bear a squall in the Baltic, but could never outlive a 
storm in the North Sea or Atlantic. In answer to this he re- 
ceived the following telegram :—‘ Officers of the Prussian navy 
are not required nor allowed to give advice to their superiors 
unless specially asked for. Fulfil the instructions given you 
to cruise in the Atlantic during the winter, occasionally putting 
into a port on the coast of Portugal.’” 

{n England a strict inquiry would be made into the circum- 
stances in a similar case, and the result be made known; but 
here no one is responsible—the newspapers are afraid to speak 
out—and the whole affair will be hushed up. 

The result of the general elections for the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which have just terminated, is found to be as fol- 
lows :—112 Progressionists, 140 Liberals, 21 Conservatives, 61 
of the Ultramontane or Clerical party, 23 Poles, and 6 who 
have not yet made up their minds.

The debates in the Second Chamber of the States General 
have been confined to the discussion of the Budget for 1862, 
and offer but little interest to readers out of the kingdom, 
Both Chambers have now adjourned till after tne holidays, 

In the face of the serious complications that threaten a rup- 
ture between England and the North American Union, the quos- 
tion of increasing the navy of this country has not been lost 
sight of, and debates on the subject have taken place in both 
Chambers, the result of which is to leave it with confidence in 
the hands of the Government. At the beginning of this year 
the state of the navy was as follows :—65 steam frigates, with 243 
guns, aud of 1,950-horse power ; 2 steam corvettes, 38 guns, 
and 300-horse power ; 38 screw steam vessels, 421 guns, and 
4,814-borse power ; 12 paddle-wheel steam vossols, 75 guns, and 
2,300-horse power ; aud 1 ditto (colonial), 4 guns, and 150- 
horse power ; showing a steam force of 38 ships and 781 guns. 
Besides theso are the sailing vessels, consisting of 6 floating bat- 
teries, of 178 guns ; 2 line-of-battle ships, with 148 guns; 3 
first-class frigates, with 156 guns; and 4 second-class ditto, 
with 128 guns ; 1 raséed frigate, 29 guns; 4 first-class cor- 
vettes, with 88 guns ; 2 second-class ditto, 70 guns ; 7 brigs, 
with 108 guns ; 1 transport, 10 guns; 13 other defensive ves- 
sels, with 65 guns ; to which must be added 34 large gunboats, 
with 68 guns, and 11] small ditto, with 11 guns ; together, 88 
sailing vessels, with 1,052 guns; thus showing a grand total of 
146 steam and sailing vessels, with 1,833 guns. During the 
course of the present year several valuable additions have been 
made tothenavy, amongst which are the newsteam frigate Adolph 
of Nassau, 51 guus, and various smaller steamers, as reported 
in my previous letters. The above-mentioned frigate and the 
naw staam norvatta.

The King has conferred the insignia of the Grand Cross of 
the Luxemburg Order of the Crown of Oak on his Excellency 
C.F. Pahud, ex-Governor-General of Netherlands India, as a 
public mark of the Royal approbstion of that gentleman's ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Eastern colonies. It is re- 
ported that he is to be created a Minister of State without a 
department, but with a seat anda vote in the Cabinet, but I 
have reason to believe there is no foundation for the rumour. 

Count E. F. von Bentheim-Tecklenburg-Rheda, one of the su- 
perior officers in the East India Civil Service, now on leave of 
absence to this country, has received from the King permission 
to accept and wear the insignia of an Honorary Knight of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, conferred on him by the King 
of Prussia, who is Grand Master of the Order. This is, per- 
haps—with the exception of the Golden Fleece—one of the 
most aristocratic orders of knighthood in existence, requiring 
unequivocal proof of sixteen noble descents, both on the pater- 
nal and maternal side. 

Government has laid before the Second Chamber of the States 
General twelve Bills for the naturalisation of foreigners, among 
whom are the following gentlemen connected with India :—W. 
C. von Schierbrandt, of Batavia; C. A. Bunsen, E. C. Heydorn, 
and H. Kaula, in Netherlands India ; Mackartis Johanues, of 
Tagal, in Java; G.W. Oppel, B. G. Trompheller, C. P. Kauff- 
man, C.D. Huseman, and E, F. Helmkampf, in Netherlands 
India; and J, Hartzfeld, of the Island of Java. 

The mail edition of the Batavian Handelsblad states that the 
preliminary works for the construction of the railroad between 
Samarang and Voorstlanden are dofinitively scttled in the 
Netherlands, and that the concession is granted to Mr. Poolmann. 
As this is the first intelligence of the affair that has transpired 
in this country, it has naturally caused great surprise to receive 
it from such a quarter, and it will probably form the subject of 
‘an interpellation in the Second Chamber when the Colonial 
Budget comes on for discussion.

} On the 18th this vessel made her trial trip, and attained a speed of 18 
miles per hour, having run the distance of nine miles from the Nore to the 
Mouse Light in 27 minutes with the tide and in 33 against it, the engines 
making 89 revolutions, In all respects her trial was most’ satisfactory, 
and there is no doubt but that she will acquit,her-elf well in her proposed 
employment on the coast of China, at a moderate cost for fuel aud 
general wear and tear. 

A number of gentlemen accompanied her on the trial, among whom 
were Mr. W. P. Livingstone, Mr. G. Gibb, Mr. I. B. Gibb, Captain 
Grainger, Captain Durham, ‘and a number of scientific engineers and 
shipbuilders, who were all highly pleased with the performance of the 
vessel. A very elegant lunch waa served on board, and altogether it was 
a most agreeable day. 

On the 25rd inst. the Jin Kee took her departure for Hong Kong, via 
the Cape and Mauritius, under the command of Capt. Macdonald, having 
been (excluding Sundiy) only four days out of dock, and from the time 
of water being first placed in her boilers. ‘This chows an amount of 
expedition and good workmanship in her machinery almost without 
precedent,

EVACUATION OF CANTON. 
‘The intelligence which arrived by last mail from China contains several 
items of more than usual importance and interest. The evacuation o 
Canton, after our possession of it for four years, the torture and murder of 


‘two American missionaries by the rebels in Shantung, the manner in which 


Prince Kung and the peace party have held their ground, and the proba. 
‘ble rectification of some errors committed by the Chinese Customs, are 
all subjects deserving of special notice. How changed is the “ City of 
Rams,” and the whole Eastern hemisphere from what they were when the 
unfortunate A: affair occurred in 1856! We have secn India recon- 
quered by prodigies of valour, the flags of England and France uttering 
in sight of the Forbidden City, where the Son of Heaven and Earth was 
‘wont to dream in unthreatened seclusion ; vast tracts of territory added to 
Russian Siberia, ana the waters of Japan opened up to foreign trade. ‘The 
errors and injustice we may have occasionally committed in the far East are 
now things of the past; they cannot be rectified, and to deplore them would 
avail little. But dubious a3 our course has too often been, it has not been 
unaccompanied by beneficial results, In_the proclamation issued on the 
‘occasion of the evacuation of Canton the Chinese authorities say :—* Dur- 
ing the occupation of Canton by the allied troops of England and France 
their conduct has never been otherwise than friendly towards the military 
and people of the whole city, and the military and people having also cor~ 
responded with courtesy and friendship, harmony has beea maintained.” 











on the whole to develope friendly feelings between the Chinese and the sol- 
diers of Great Britain, Though the occupation has ceased, Canton wil 
continue open as a place of residence for foreigners, officials, and mere 
chants, and the people are invited by Laou, the Viceroy and Governor- 
General of the Two Kwang, “to continuc to them the same respectful 
and courteous relations that have prevailed during the occupation.” ‘These 
are very different words and very different relationships from those which. 
were held in the sod old time of Commissioner Yeh. _ It is fervently to 
be hoped that our merchants and officials located in Canton will be at 
some litle pains to preserve, by a conciliatory demeanour, the position 
which has been secured to them at the cost of much expense to England 
and dire destruction to China. If unable to do so, they will not find this 
country in any great hurry to back them up by entering upon another war. 
Turning to Chefoo, in the Gulf of Pechelee, it is gratitying to find British 
traders established there and at Tien tsin, instead of being forbidden, as 
they were by the treaty of Nanking, to sail above 32 deg. north latitude ; 
but it is painfal to find that the rebels in the m ourhood have been put= 
ting into execution “the exterminating decree of Heaven,” and justifyin 

those who have ascribed to them the worst possible character. Their brutal 
torture and murder of the two American missionar Parker and 
Holmes, who went out to remonstrate with them ina friendly spirit, is one of 
those acts which illustrate the debased and murderous policy indal-zed in by 
most of the followers of * the Great Pearl,” as the rebels have audaciously 
styled themselves. Mr. Holmes had been among them, in the neigi 
hood of Shanghai, and published avery interesting account of hi 
he had some reason to think he would be well received, and mix! 
carry out his benevolent design of trying to mitigate the crnelties which 
they were inflicting on the defenceless population, and of saving the Tai- 
pings themselv fi sited them at Chetvo, which 
was placed under Bri.ish and French protection. As the rebels have ale 
ways been extremely anxious to be on good terms with foreigners, the 
unfortunate result of /his visit could hardly have been foreseen, but it will 
be awarning to missionaries in future to avoid placing themselves in the 
power of these peculiar aspirants to the Christian naine, who regard their 
chief as together with Jesus Christ the co-equal Soh of God the Father, 
and who wil! probably be our most cruel enemies when they find that their 
intercourse with foreigners is not answering their fond expectations, and 
that the hour of their suppression draws nigh with the liberty of the Im= 
perial Government to devote itself to internal affairs, ni Chun, the 
youthful Emperor, who was to make his public eatry into Peking about 
th end of October, had, under the direction of tne Regency, received 
P ince Kung in a most favourable manner at Zehol. The return of the 
Court to the eapital will place the Prince in a still stronger position ; for 
it was the representatires of the anti-foreign party who accompanied the 
late Emperor into Tartary, and in Peking their intluence will be counter= 
The people hold him in high estimation, as one of the few mem- 
~ terests of the country really at 
d their city by wise concession ie re 
ates, and the courtiers had provi 
¥ ing, and rather a novelty in China, to find 
that ihe actual Regent and de fucto ruler of the country is now a woman— 
the first wife of the late, but not the mother of the pres Emperor. Until 
the Courtis settled at Peking,and Prince Kung exercisesthe influence which 
pected of him, it is not likely that any steps will be taken to correct. 
x ies of which the foreign merchants complain, and 
garding which the Chambers of Commerce at Shanzhaiand Hong Kong 
have memorialized Earl Rus:ell; but Mr. Bruce intimates that he has 
taken action in regard to the only important ground of complaint, and ex- 
presses the hope that his representations will be efectual. The inland 
tansit dues have always been a grievance with British merchants in the 
Flowery Land, and the less they knew about the interior, these dues loomed 
the larger in their imagination. It has always been useless to point out 
to them the injustice and danger of interfering with the internal affairs of 
another nation, the necessity of a Government weak in its administrative 
capacity availing itself of those methods of revenue which are consecrated 
by usage, the probability that the inland dues were required to provide se~ 
citrity of transit, and the known facts which indicated that they had only 
a trifling effect in increasing the price of goods. ‘To such representations 
they always turned a deaf ear, and got Lord Elgin to insert a clause in the 
‘Treaty of Tientsin, giving them the eof commuting all inland 
transit duos by an ad valorem duty of five per cent. Besides being pressed 
by the indemnities which it is paying to England and France, it is under- 
stood that the Chinese Government js straining every nerve at present to 
put down the rebels, and it is not pleasant for it, in these circumstances, to 
be denied by its treaties with Foreign Powers the privilege which almost 
all other nations possess, of raising revenue by increased customs’ dues, 
It is no wonder that the Customs department of the Government fell back 
on the ingenious but somewhat too barefaced expedient of charging both 
the inland transit dues and the commutation duty, which was specially in- 
tended to relieve trattic from the former burden. _ It is only natural for it 
to strain at any interpretation which will increase its funds; but we doubt 
not that expostulation is all that is required to bring it to reason on this 
point, and to keep it within the obsious intention of the Treaty. At the 
same time it would have been more for the real and lasting interests of the 
merchants to have allowed this infraction of the Treaty to pass unnoticed. 
at the present crisis ; and it is more than likely that all they will gain by 
the relief of transit dues will be more than counterbalanced by the increase 
of transit dangers.—Daily News.

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THE POSITION OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
._ ‘Tare is no possession of the British Empire of which, per- 
haps, less is known by the general public at home—and, indeed, 
we might almost include in that category many leading mer- 
chants and public men—than Singapore, and the other Straits 
Settlements ; and yet, from their position, trade, and indigenous 
resources, they are of the highest importance to Great Britain. 
Many look upon Singapore as a mere place of call on the high 
road to or from China, but the commerce there has risen to an 
importance of which few have any conception, and will now in- 
Grease even more rapidly still, owing to the extension of commu- 
nication with China and the Archipelago, the numerous free 
ports opened on the coasts, and the enlarged trade with Siam, 
Japan, and other Eastern countries. For a long period Singa- 
Pore has been utterly neglected. Looked on asa mere appendage 
of the Indian Government, its rights and privileges were over- 
looked, and its internal improvement completely lost sight of 
by the East India Company. Fortunately, however, the Straits 
Settlements have advanced despite numberless hindrances, and 
their great distance from tha coat of Covenmeswaly uf wieiult sey 
‘were looked upon as mere subordinate posta. Their progress 
in population and commerce of late years is only equalled 
by the advance made by the Australian Colonies, From 
time to time wo havo chronicled in these columns the 
advances which the Straits Settlements are making, especially 
by the more general introduction of commercial intercolonial 
steamers in those seas, Then the kings of Siam are greatly 
increasing their mercantile steam fleet. The French have 
connecting Cochin China steamers. A line of steamers has 
been also established, touching at ports in Bintang, Banca, Su- 
matra, Biliton, Java, Borneo, the Moluccas, &c., which opens up a 
ready communication with all the leading islands of the Archipe- 
Jago, from Singapore, in comfortable, well-found steamers. 
Steam is also carried on with Sarawak, and the local Govern- 
ment has laid on three steamers to ply regularly between 
Penang, Malacca, and Singapore. The commercial intercourse 
of Singapore is conducted with most of the European ports 
carrying on a distant foreign trade, with the ports of Conti- 
nental Asia, from the Red almost to the Yellow Sea, including 
those of Arabia, Persia, Hindostan, Siam, Cochin China, and 
several of the Chinese empire ; with all the ports of the Malay 
Archipelago, from Sumatra to New Guinea; with the capital of 
the Philippines ; and with several of the ports of the east and 
‘West cousts of America, 

In the public returns of imports and exports these 
places are classed under two-and-thirty different heads. 
The most important branch of the trade is with the 
United Kingdom, and then follow respectively the trades with 
China, with British India, and with Netherlands India, In 
1860 our aggregate trade with Singapore, imports and ex- 
Ports, was of the value of nearly two and three quarter mil- 
lions sterling, an increase of more than one million in the short 
period of four years. The staple imports from thence, gutta 
percha, caoutchoue and other gums, pepper, sago, terra japo- 
nica and tin, all show a steady increase. In like manner there 
is an incrcased demand for our cotton, linen, and woollen manu- 
factures in return, for distribution among the native tribes. 
Of late years the aggregate value of the external trade of Singa- 
Pore has been about £12,000,000 per annum, or more than a 
third of that of Bengal. The tonnage employed in the trade 
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there amounts to 700,000 tons annually ; and more than 3,000 


e | native and 1,600 square-rigged vessels frequent the port. The 


revenue of Singapore is advancing in proportion with its trade. 
In 1852 it only amounted to £44,234; in 1860 it reached 
£77,466, This sum is mainly derived from excises on arti- 
cles of luxury, as opium, ardent spirits, palm wine, pawn 
brokers, and the rents of public markets belonging to the Go- 
vernment. The Settlement has hitherto been saddled with the 
expense of a naval establishment for the suppression of piracy, 
in which India and the Empire generally are concerned; the 
maintenance of Indian convicts, and an increased expenditure 
for military purposes, entailed by the extensive system of forti- 
fication now in progress, which certainly ought not to be borne 
exclusively by the Settlements, as it is undertaken for Imperiah 
and not local interests. There is a municipal revenue raised of 
about £10,000 for police and local improvemonts, derived from 
a ten per cent. assessment on house rentals, five per cent. on 
agricultural produce, and a tax on horses and carriages. It is 
generally asserted that the revenue raised, exclusive of 
military outlay, estimated at £50,600, is more than sufficient 
to defray the cost of a local corps of 1,200 men, which is con- 
sidered ample to meet all the requirements of these Settle 
ments, ‘The aggregate population of the three Settlements now 
is between 250,000 and 300,000. No customs duties or any 
other charge on ship or cargo is levied, nor are the settlers dis- 
posed to tolerate any impost calculated to shackle the freedom 
of trade for which these ports have so long been proverbial ; 
nor would they brook an income-tax, which has been mooted 
of late, and which is scarcely required, as the revenue can be 
raised from other more legitimate and easily levied sources, 
more consonant with the views of the people. 

‘The Imperial Government must see the policy of maintain- 
ing a few war steamers at Singapore and about the islands 
of the East for the suppression of piracy and the protection of 
trade, without saddling the Straits with the cost. The Dutch 
Government never neglects this precaution. The continual ap- 
pearance of steamers will do more to banish those marauders 
than anything else. The immense importance of the trade now 
carried on in Eastern waters, and the large number of native 
vessels on those seas with varied cargoes, demands protection. 
ob ee wiuals witt @:80 Command for us greater respect 
from the traders which throng to Singapore. The Ad- 
ministrator of the Government of the Straits Settle 
ments has hitherto held office subject to the Governor-General 
of India, having under him a Deputy at each of the three 
settlements, styled a Resident Councillor. Malacca is distant 
about 90 miles, and the Island of Penang 40U miles, from 
Singapore. The transfer of the Straits Settlements from the 
India-office to the Colonial-office, which has been so long in 
abeyance, has led to much local discussion especially on 
the question of the self-government to be accorded—tha 
position the Governor is to hold in future, coupled, it is to 
be hoped, with the appointment of Superintendent of British 
‘Trade in the Archipelago—and the proportion of the previous 
expenditure which is to be charged to the new colony. That 
the revenue of the Settlements will be amply sufficient to meet 
all legitimate expenses is generally admitted, 


AMERICAN APPROPRIATION. 

The inventive genius of Mr. Grapstong as a financier is but. 
feeble compared with that displayed by President Livcou. We 
knew a father who was accustomed to whip his children every 
Sunday in anticipation of the sins they were likely to commit 
through the week ; we have heard of a man who was oblivious 
enough to imagine that every new debt he contracted might be 
looked upon as an augmentation of capital; but we never knew 
or heard before of any statesman recommending an investment 
of surplus funds which do not belong to him, in order to satisfy 
claims which may arise in the future. Yet this is the sapi¢nt 
suggestion of the President of the United States, It seems 
there-is a surplus over and above the amount awarded to the 
claims of American citizens against China. In the American 
treasury, therefore, at the present time, there is a sum of money 
which belongs to the Emperor of China. President Linooun 
does not dispute this fact ; on the contrary, he states it broadly 
in his speech, and advises that it should be invested in good 
securities in order to satisfy any just claims against the Celestial 
Empire which may arise in the future, When the money is so 
handy there can be no doubt that claimants will be forthcoming. 
Such a case would surely try the virtue of any people, and we 
question whether that of America is likely to be proof against 
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the charms of a surplus which is only waiting for the “just 
claims” of her merchants in China, A misunderstanding, 
says the President, is sure to arise in consequence of our 
extensive trade with China, therefore John Chinaman's money 
shall be kept in our coffers and ‘ invested in good securities’ until 
wo are cntitled to ask him for another indemnity. Any way, 
as wo have the money we will keep it, since if we have no 
right to it now, we are certain to have a right hereafter. The 
logic of such an argument is irresistible. 


THE EXPORTS FROM ENGLAND TO CHINA. 

We have received a proof of au interesting paper “On the 
Progress of the Trade of England with China,” which was read 
by Colonel Sykes before the last meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation, and which will soon be published in the transactions 
of that body. On the 16th September we referred to this 
matter. The gallant Colonel appears to imagine that the 
tax-payers of England are in danger of being brought into a 
fourth war with China, in order that opium may be forced upon 
the Tai Ping rebels; and holds that Britain should carefully 
abstain from the slightest interference between that party and 
the Imperislists. The danger of the rebels being attacked by 
Great Britain for the sake of promoting the sale of opium is, 
wo think, purcly imaginary. It is not so much the merchants 
as disinterested foreigners in Chins, well acquainted with the 
country, who long for the suppression of the rebellion, which 
they regard as an enormous evil, and one which has been chiefly 
caused by the fact that the conflicts of the Imperial Govern- 
ment with Russia, England, and France, have fora time, at 
least, paralysed its power. We do not much care for 
Colonel Syxzs’ opinions, but we have to thank him 
for his statistics, which appear to have been care- 
fully compiled and skilfully arranged. Special interest 
attaches to the tables of the exports from England to China, 
which go back to the time of the East India Company's trade 
in 1833, and which are taken from documents not accessible to 
all, preserved in the archives of the London Board of Trade. In 
the year 1833 the value of the exports to China of the East 
India Company amounted only to £384,015, and of the privi- 
Teged trade of the captains of their ships to £71,124. In 1860 
the exports from Bogiand-hed he-the snemmens., 
of £5,451,657, exclusive of the millions of the exports from 
India in the shape of opium, In 1844, after the trade had got 
into working order at the ports opened by the Treaty of Nan- 
King, the exports from England had risen to the value of 
£2,305,617, but in the succeeding years they slightly declined, 
and .in 1848 were as low as £1,445,959; and in 1855, 
£1,000,716. In 1866 they rose to £2,216,123, from which 
year they have gone on rapidly increasing, especially in 1859, 
when they rose to £4,457,673 from £2,876,447 of the preced- 
ing year. These are remarkable facts, as showing that our wars 
with China, whatever their ultimate effects, havo had no imme- 
diate effect in preventing the expansion of trade, Doubtless, 
the increased demand in China for English cottons, woollens, 
&c., has been in great part dependent on the increased demand 
in Europe for Chinese silks and teas, but it seems as if the 
immediate effect of our wars with China was to enlarge the 
sale of exports from England. In the case of the first war, 
however, we see that the increased demand for these was not 
kept up; that the demand dwindled away until it was again 
increased by the stimulus of war. It is difficult to understand 
the meaning of these fluctuations. Probably the success of 
the rebels about 1855 may have had something to do with the 
depression of trade, but that cause has been in powerful opera- 
tion in other years when the export trade was greater. Another 
explanation is, that after the opening of new ports by the 
‘treaties of Nanking and Tien-tain, the China market was glutted 
with exports from England, which brought little profit and 
sometimes considerable loss to English merchants.

BRITISH NEUTRALITY IN CHINA, 


Tsar Europeans in China are not justified in taking a part 
in the commotion now raging in the Empire is ao true a politi- 
cal axiom, that it becomes almost common-place. Asa general 
Tule, we accept it at once, and never venture to question its 
validity. But at the same time it is evident that our compli- 
cated and increasing interests in the China seas may be injured 
greatly by the strife between Imperialists and Rebels, and that 
circumstances may occur in which, from sheer self-defence, we 
shall be compelled to doff our neutrality. 

News reached us by the last mail that near Chefoo the Rebels 
had committed the most frightful devastation, that men, women, 
and children had been brutally murdered, some being burat, others 
tied to stakes, and others, with ropes round their necks, dragged 
to death by horses. At this juncture, we are told, that the 
French landed 200 men and 3 guas to defend the place, and 
that Hr Masesrr's gunbost Jnsolent opened fire on tho 
rebels, Hero then, tho neutrality of which we justly boast 
may perhaps be said to have been violated. Butit must be re- 
membered that the livesof Europeans were at stake ; that this at- 
tack of the Taipings,rather or of the local banditti which acknow- 
ledge the rebel Emperor, was followed up by a most frightful 
massacre; and strange indeed it would have been at such & 
time if with the power to interfere we had stood entirely aloof. 
The wretches who attacked the villages adjoining Chefoo were 
not satisfied with the diabolical acts they committed on the 
inhabitants, but actually murdered two noble-hearted American 
missionaries who went out to the rebel camp as ministers of 
peace. When such an event occurs in the neighbourhood of 
Europeans it may be easy to talk of neutrality, but it is im- 
possible to act upon the principle. Thus it happens that we 
are compelled sometimes to set aside an unimpeachable theory 
since common humanity, and even self-defence, forbid the re- 
duction of it to practice. Had the commander of the Jnsolent 
held aloof on the occasion to which we have alluded, he would 
unquestionably have failed in his duty to his country, 


DESCRIPTION OF A VOYAGE UP THE RIVER YANG- 
TSE-KIANG, AUGUST, 1861. 
A long but interesting account of a vo! up the Yang-tse appeared 
eames OF beer bor em toon by ty W. We Paleor, and 
dated— Steamship Fernandez, at anchor off the Imperial ity of ‘Chin 
Kyang Foo, August 23. The following passages are worthy of tran- 
scription :— 

“The Fernandez sailed from Shanghai on the Ist of August at 5 P.3., 
and as no ship had yet been up the Yang-tse-Kiang without grounding, 
added to which news had just been received of the total loss of the steam- 
thip Manila on her Grst voyage, and also that the steamship Rajah was on 
shore in a paddy field, it was with no slight feelings of anxiety that I saw 
Shanghai gradually disappear in the distance, as we swiftly proceeded on 
our voyage to cope with the dangers and difficulties of the mighty waters 
of the Yang-tse-Kiang. Anchored for the night off Woosung. 

« August Sth.—To-day we arrived at that part of the river where for 
miles, through the rising of the waters, the country was all inundated. 
However I may try I am confident my pen is quite inadequate to give 
your readers even a faint idea of the appearance that was presented to my 
view. Ifthey can imagine themselves on the deck of this ship, with a 
chart open before them and the river laid down some two or three miles 
from bank to bank, and then cast their eye from side to side to look at 
the expanse of water, where no banks are visible, but junks and boats of 
al sizes and description sling over what in the chart idry land they may 
conceive myastonishment, ‘Lhe river between this and Hankow in many 
places exceeds twenty miles in breadth, and sometimes the land cannot be 
seen on either side from the deck, excepting the hills far inland, The 
houses up to the very roofs are under water, which ailds very much to the 
strangeness of the scene. For many miles nothing but tops of houses and 
trees are visible. As for the banks of the river, they are just as imaginary 
to us as your readers being here. The most ‘oaovountable thing is that 
many villages night be built (above the level to which the river rises) at 
the foot of hills, that in some places are situated close to the banks ; 
no, even their own Celeatial brethren prefer to build on the low ground, 
although the hills are so near, and they must at the same time be perfectly 
aware that their houses will all disappear, or, if not washed away, be quite 
untenable for many months in the year. So soon as the water begins to 
rise the villagers put all their chattels into a boat (one is to be found at 
nearly every hut for some miles inland) and pull for the nearest hill, where 
they remain encamped in small mat hovels; when the water subsides they 
return and rebuild or repair their former habitation, whichever is necessary, 
and commence tilling the land, which is all slong the river most fertile, 
yielding abundant crops, We now entered the rebel territory. 

“ Having this day, August 28, just read the London ‘and China Express 
of Tune 26, I quite agree with the editor when he states, ‘ That the re- 
bellion is an intollerable obstruction to legitimate trade.’ It is not only 
so among our merchants, but also among Chinese themselves. Iam 
now writing only at a distance of some thirty-five miles from the rebel 
capital of Nankin, having seen, close too, other large cities in their por 
session—Wuhu, Nganking, &c., having also lauded at some of their vil- 
lages. However we may sympathise with them as the ancient and legiti- 
mate owners of the soil, that must not prevent travellers from speaking of 
them as they find them. The difference between all cities in the hands of 
the Imperialists is most striking—maguificent pagodas, fine houses, beau- 
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tifal pardens, everything thriving, showing evident signs of an industrious 
and prosperous people; in fact, it requires the pen of a Russell, or some 
other illustrious writer of modern times, to describe an Imperial city for 
it to receive justice ; but the pen of an’ humble individual like your pre- 
sent correspondent ‘can describe not orly the Rebel cities seen by him, 
bat aleo all the villages held by them on the banks of this river by four 
words -. mud, bricks, ruin, and desolation. Nankin, their capital, is one 
sass of ruins. One night, when anchored near it, it appeared like «a 
city of the dead ;’ no light, not even a sound proceeded from it. What 
‘2. contrast to one of the Imperial cities, where the thousands of lights vie 
with the very stars themselves in brilliancy ! And the Chin-Chin joss of 
the inhabitants during their festivals, just now on, however edifying to 
them, and although not disagreeable to us, could he dispensed with, so 
far 26 we are personally concemed, with some comfort to ourselves ; but 
our Imperial friends are as indefatigable in this as in the more serious 
ayocations of life. 

« Arrived at Hankow August 11, having stopped one day at Kewkiang. 
‘We accomplished the distance (about 730 geographical miles) in nine 
days, having at times a tide of seven to eight knots against us. | Hankow 
is in lat. 80 deg. 33 min. N., and long. 114 deg. 290 min. E. The trade 
here is growing up fast; ten steamers, running hard, cannot take the teas 
and other produce down ; many junks, some of 60U to 700 tons, are em- 
ployed also, being towed or convoyed by the steamers. ‘There can be no 
doubt from the depth and volume of water in the river at Hankow that it 
is pavigable some hundreds of miles more inland, which I expect Euro- 
pean enterprise will not be long in opening out. ‘The water has risen this 
year at Hankow 38ft. ; itfell a few days in., but on / usust 15, 
when we left, it had again risen a foot. information from an 
officer of Her Majesty's ship Snake, stationed here, and on board whicha 
register is kept. ers for this river must be powerful, and we must 

not be too proud to take a lesson from our Celestial friends. To insure a 
. small draught of water steamers should be perfectly flat-bottomed, with a 

slight keel and two sister kelsons ; then, if the cround is touched, little or 

no damage will be sustained; added to which great advantage may be 
reaped, when the river is swollen, by steaming near the banks and keeping 
out of the tide. Left Hankow August the 15th with six loaded junks to 









































Landed at Wubuitsou, a large Imperial town on the left 
bank, the ship being at anchor about her own length off the shore in seven 
fathoms. I fancy I must have been the first European that had landed, 
for 1 was immediately surrounded by some 300 to 400 men, women, and 
children, the women keeping a Itttle in the back ground, although not at 
all bashful or timid, and oh, such feet! [ was not likely to see a female 
thus far in the interior with such an ugly appendage as a large foot. 
‘The feet of these beauties must have been capable of pleasiug the most 
fastidious, lovesick Chinese swain, as they did not exceed four inches, 
shoe, stocking, and foot as well. My clothes were all examined with great 
aminuteness, even to the taking off my hat, feeling my shoes, and the tex- 
ture of roy other garments, as well as smelling them as well as myself. 
‘The eagerness of all to have asight of and touch me was so ercat that I 
was in anything but an envishle veing surrommen On an sides, 
amd the day very hot, I could scarcely breathe. Making my way close 
down to the water, I managed to keep my inquisitive friends at bay on one 
side, A cram at the opera for admittance did not beat our Celestial 
friends in their anxiety to catch a glimpse at me ; they were civil thougn, 
with all their curiosity. When I’ got into the boat I made a sign for 
them to come on beard; from that time fill dusk we had hundreds of them 
backwards and forwards, and their eagerness to examine everything was 
0 great that it was only by placing sentries we could keep them out of 
the engine-room and other forbidden placcs, But withal their behaviour 
was goo, and in no instance did they endeavour to purloin anything. 
We take our meals on the poop, and when we sat down to dinner we had 
Imiring crowd watching our every movement, A sightseer, after 
paying 6d. to see wild beasts feed, never enjoyed the scene more than our 
Celestial visitors, and were you to land them in the remotest part of the 
United Kindom, the natives could not be more amused with them and 
their chop-sticks than our visitors were to see us using knives, forks, spoons, 
and glasses. 

«August 20.—Landed at daylight on the left bank among the rebels, 
at a village opposite Niang-shan-ki, and walked about two miles along the 
bank of the r The appearance presented by the people and all 
around was most pitiable ; they had just migrated from the hills, the water 
had fallen about seven feet, anid the lind was now about two to three feet 
uncovered. The people had nothing but fish and herbs to live on, all 
their lust year’s rice being exhausted. Cultivation had just commenced. 
‘These people were not af all inquisitive, and looked upon my landing as 
a matter of course ; they did just suspend operations for a minute or so 
to look at me, and then resumed their work. 

“ August 21. Dropped anchor and landed at Navking, 
ship Centaur and gunboats 90 and 95 at anchor, Landed and had an in- 
tersiew with the rebel King, to obtain permission to pass through a creek 
adjacent to the city, and which shortens the distance very materially: he 
granted the request. Shortly afterwards he paid a visit to the Centaur, 
and the crew were exercised at gun exercise, long range, shelling, &e. 

“ August 22.—Parsed the extent of rebel territory, and anchored at 
Chin Keang Fo. Here is stationed the * Imperial Custom-house,' being 
a shiz at anchor, named the Swallow. All steamers, junks, &e., have to 
send their clearances to be examined, whether proceeding up or down. 
The custom-house officers are all English or Scotch, There is an English 
consul siationed on shore (Mr, Adkins). This is a very picturesque part 
ofthe river. Chin Keang Fo, on the right bank, isa large walled city, 
with the usual amount of pagodas, houses, gardens, &e. Ahead we have 
Gold Island (having « fine pagoda on it), and astern is Silver Island. 
Both these islands are high rocks rising out of the bed of the stream, 
covered with treesand foliage, and having several very pretty buildings 
on them. Ido not know from what they derive theirname. Lots of game 
here, pheasants, purtridges, snipe, &c., as there ia also all along the river, 
Fish is abundant, and of very good quality ; pears, peaches, apples and 
vegetables of every description ; fowls $1 per dozen. This is applicable 
to all towns on the banks of the river, excepting .where the rebels hold 
Possession. 
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« August 23.—Lef Chin Keang Fo, came into the dangerous part of 
the river again to-day, passed wreck of Manilla at 3.40 v.M.—ahe is 
stranded on a shoal north of Starling Island, with Chooshan Pagoda 
N.W. by W. Anchored for the night off Kyang Yi 

“ August 25.—Prozeeded at daylight and anchored about 30 miles 
lower down, the wind being ahead, and our convoy being sume miles 
astern, and unable to make headway. 

* August 26.— Still at anchor, our convoy not being in sight. 
the survey of 1858 many and great changes have taken place in this 
river. What were shoals then have now formed up into islands, in 
some instances covered with houses and brushwood, and in a high 
state of cultivation; channels then in existence are now filled up, 
while others then unnavigable have now water sullivient for a lines 
of-battle ship; many new banks and shoals have grown up. At the 
Langshan crossing and other places wi ‘ons and buoys hare 
been placed to facilitate the navigation, the tide runs so strong that 
several have already disappeared, and it will only be by constant 
care and watching that they can be kept in their proper positions. On 
the passage up to- Hankow the thermometer ranged from 86 deg. 
during the night to 102 deg. to 103 deg. during the day, and this under 
double awnings. This last day or two the thermometer has been at times 
to 82 deg. 

“ Aug, 28,.—Weighed. Proceeded as far as Plover Point. 

“ Au —Steamer Williametie passed us at noon ou her way from 
Hankow to Shanghae. At 12.30 p.ot. she ran ashore on the Aceon 
Shoal, but as the tide was rising she was got off in half an hour, 

August 30,—Weighed anchor at daylight. Arrived at Shanghai at 
lpm.”

Flora Hong Kongensis : a description of the Flowers, Plants, and 
Ferns of the Island of Hong Kony. By George Bontham, 
VPLS. Lovell Re 

This interesting work, which we bricfly noticed in our last 
issue, is too scientific be of much service to the general 
reader, The student will find that it fully exhausts a subject 
which, strange to say, has been previously taken up by two 
botanists, Nearly twenty years ago Mr, R.B. Hinds published 
his “ Remarks on the Physical Aspect and Vegetation of Hong 

Kong,” in Hooker’s London Journal of Botany, aud in 1857 

an “Introduction to the Flora of Hong Kong” appeared from 

the pen of Dr. Scemann, Mr. Bentham tells us that both 
these writers represented the general aspect of the island as 

Dleak and barren in the ‘extréme, whereas TWe-sayo-nrev 

more sheltered valleys aud ravines on the northern and western 

sides, which are never exposed to real drought, afford to the 
botanist who examines them in detail an extraordinarily varied 
flora.” Mr. Hinds, it seems, made the first collection of Hong 

Kong plants which has reached this conntry ; and although he 

was only in the island for a few weeks in the winter season, he 

procured specimens of nearly 140 species. Colonel Champion, 
who spent three years in Hong Kong, was also fortunate enough 
to discover several entirely new species; and on his return to 

England, in 1850, he brought with him “a fine collection 

of between five and six hundred specics of phwnogamous 

plants and ferns.” Dr. Hance, now at Canton, has also 
zealously devoted himself to the flora of Hong Kong. 

The late Dr. Marland, Goverument Surgeon at Hong Kong, 

also distinguished himself as a botanical collector ; and Mr. 

Bentham mentions several other gentlemen, from all of whom 

he received specimens. The materials at the disposal of the 

author were therefore ample, and his scientific fame is of it- 
self @ guarantee that he has tully availed himself of them.

EXTENSIVE SHAWL ROBBERY 3Y THE CHINESE. 

A curious discovery was made a few days agoatthe Southempton Docks 
involving an extensive robbery of China crape shawls, perpetrated, there can 
belittle or no doubt from the circumstances of the case, in the country from. 
which the packages were exported. It is, of course, well known that 












extensive shipments of China crape sl and India silks are made by 
the Peninsular and Oriental Cocspan, steamers, that they are landed at 
Suez, conveyed across the desert by railway, and reshipped at Alexandria 


on board the steamers which arrive at Southampton weekly with the mails 
from different parts of our Eastern possessions. Among the cargo brought 
by the Delta steamer were four cases consigned to Messrs. Dunlop and 
Schoales, shipping agents at that port, the distinguishing mark on each 
being @ heart, and the cases numbered respectively from 716 to 719. 
Each of the four cases was suppored to contain 50 dozen China crape

Monetary and Commercial. 


THE RED SEA CABLE. 

The steamer Sir James Dute has this day been despatched 
by Messrs. Glass, Elliot, and Co. with the 200 miles of cable 
for the repair of the Red Sca line, and it is expected she will 
reach her destination in March. 

Tho Itulian Government have determined to lay at once 
submarine telegrephie-cablafeom Trapani or Marsala to Cape 
Carbonata, in the Island of Sardinia, a distance of about 200 
miles. This will obviate the necessity of messages from 
Alexandria and Malta for this country being despatched via 
Naples, Rome, Turia, &., and will greatly facilitate messages. 

The Metropolitan and Provincial and Mercantile Bunk,recently 
established under the Limited Liability Act, have amalgamated. 
The Board will be composed of an equal number of directors 
from each company ; and as this arrangemeut secures the 
necessary amount of capital, business will be shortly commenced. 
Wo have not yet heard the name of the manager to be 
appointed, but there will be little or no delay in this and other 
preliminary arrangements. 

Several steamers on the Clyde have, we understand, been 
inspected lately with a view to purchase for the China coast 
and rivers. 

A new set of boilers have been constructed for the steamer 
Paoushan under the superintendence of Mr. Lockhart and his 
partner, who have been resident in Shanghai, and are now 
Preparing a complete set of engineering tools, including a steam 
hammer, for the establishment of a workshop in Shanghai 
capable of undertaking any description of work. 

Tho National Provincial Bank of England have declared a 
half-yearly dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, to- 
gether with a bonus of & per cent. 

The greater part of the dollars brougat by the Mexican 
packet has been sold at 59}d. per ounce. This establishes a 
decline of 4d. from the price obtained for the arrival of the be- 
ginning of last month, but in the interval there have been large 
transactions at 594d, and some small amounts have realised a 
atill higher rate. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month ending the 30th 
of November and the eleven months show a further decrease 
in the exports. For the month ending November the total is 
£9,874,762, against £10,757,749 in 1860 aud £10,858,001 
in 1869; for the eleven months, 1861 represents 
£115,355,004; 1860, £123,714,276 ; and 1869, £119,613,185. 
The following are the items as regards China and other parts 
of the Far East :—

The annual general meeting of the shareholders in the Liver* 
pool Borough Bank was held on Dec. 19, in the Public Sale- 
rooms, Liverpool. The meeting was but thinly attended. Mr. 
J.B. Brancker, chairman of the liquidators, presided. The 
secretary having read the preliminary advertisement, Mr. 
Banner read the report and statement of accouuts, of which the 
following is an abstract :— 

“In presenting to the shareholders of the Liverpool Borough Bank the 
usual accounts, the liquidators have nothing upon which it is necessary 
specially to report. It will be seen that the collections during the year 
ending the 12th of November have amounted to £166,715. 1s. 10d., out 
of which the liquidators have completed the discharge of the original lia- 
bilities of the bank, with the exception only of £3,574. 12s. 6d. not yet 
claimed. They have also been enabled to make a first return of 10s. per 
share to the proprietors, which was paid on the 2nd of September last, and 
since the closing of these accounts they have made a second payment of 
10a., which will appear in the next annual statement. There is no dimi- 
nution in theestimated surplus, but rather an increase, although, of course, 
contingencies still exist affecting the ultimate realisation.” 

The Committce of the General Shipowners’ Soviety have 
called the attention of Government to the necessity of des- 
patching vessels of war to protect merchant vessels in the 
track of the Capo cf Good Hope, St. Helena, and Western 
Islands, 

The Union Steamship Company, under contract for the con- 
veyance of Her Majesty's mails to the Cape of Good Hope, &c., 
have received instructions from the Government to arm their 
steamers forthwith. 

‘At Lloyd’s this week, on ships loading at New York for 
London, 40s. to 50s. war risk has been paid, while the rate 
from China has been 40s. As regards vessels loading here for 
India the quotation has been 20s. to 403., according to date of 
sailing, and for Australia and China 30s. 

Mr. Peter Northall Laurie has been elected governor of the 
Union Bank of London, in the place of the late Sir Peter 
Laurie. 

A writer in the Economist, in reference to American trade in 
the East, says :-— 

“The civil war bas curtailed American trading and purchasing power. 
Much of their long voyage commerce is for the moment carried on by 
English merchants (at great profit to themselves), and in British ships. 
Hence, com ely few cargoes are now on their way to the United 
States from India and China for American account, and even those few 
are for the mont part hypothecatedto English houses in London and Liver- 

|. ‘The well-known course of trade is to buy these cargoes by means 
of credits on England; the bills of lading are sent as security to the agents 
of English firms, and the American importer neither pays for nor gets pos- 
session of his goods till the ship arrivesin America. The result of a capture 
will consequently be that the half-rotten ship will be delivered to the cap- 
tors, while the comparatively valuable cargo will be claimed by and debe 
vered up tosome English house with whose money it can be proved to have 
been purchased. Nay, so general is the American habit of building and 
trading on English capital, that it may reasonably be doubted whether a 
bombardment of New York or Boston would not inflict losses on English- 
men nearly as severe as on Americans.” 

MANCHESTER MARKETS, 

The excitement which has taken possession of the Liverpool 
cotton market on more hopeful views of peace, has induced 
holders here to advance their quotations and withdraw their 
prices, but has not induced buyers to come forward with morg 
thao mere inquiries as to the chance of finding acceptance fo 
old rates. Yarn alone, so far, has really established the ad 
vance, and only to the extent of }d.to $d. on export qualities 
and of $d. to 1d. on those for local manufacture. In cloth 
transactions have been utterly meagre, a character which has 
pervaded more or less each week of the month. In this respect, 
the bills of exports are pointed to; as showing that, uotwith- 
standing the notorious poverty of business in Manchester, we 
are sending to foreign markets at almost our usual rates—in 
other words, that producers, finding merchants will not take 
the risks of high-priced goods on their hands, are consigning 
them to a distance on their own account, in the hope of reim- 
bursing themselves for high-bought material. A limit is soon 
expected to this class of dealings, and next approaches the period 
of actual scarcity. ‘ 

At the Conference held at Paris in 1856, the following

“<The Governments of the undersigned Plenj jaries engage to 
bring the present Declaration to the knowledge of the States which have 
not taken part in the Congress of Paria, and to invite them to accede to it. 

“ Convinced that the maxims which’ they now proclaim cannot but be 
reoeived with gratitude by the whole world, the undersigned Plenipoten- 
tiaries doubt not that the efforts of their Governments to obtain the 
general adoption thereof will be crowned with full success. 

“The present Declaration is not and shall not be binding, except be- 
tween those Powers who have acceded, or shall aecede, to it, 

The Americans, as will be remembered by every one, refused 
to concur in these resolutions, How far, then, are they bind- 
ing upon us! .
